LETTER REGARDING ERROR IN PATENT TERM ADJUSTMENT 

TO THE COMMISSIONER FOR PATENTS, 
SIR: 

Pursuant to Comment 43 of the rules listed in Federal Register Vol. 65, No. 181 at page 
56387 (Sept. 18, 2000), Applicants hereby notify the Office that the term adjustment for the 
allowed application is thought to be longer than appropriate. The Office has indicated that the 
application is entitled to a patent term adjustment of one-hundred ninety-four (194) days, but 
applicants believe that the correct adjustment is zero (0) days. 

Applicants submit that the present application is subject to a terminal disclaimer and, 
therefore, may not be adjusted under 35 U.S.C. § 154 beyond the expiration date specified in the 
disclaimer.
